Can those big 
business men, who profited enormously by disregarding 
their contracts with the smaller merchants a few months 
ago, escape parting with some of their ill-gotten gains by 
appealing to the 
honor— the 
business 
honor— of 
the 
smaller merchants. % 
It is not the first acid test for American business, but 
it is the first for the smaller merchants. 
The big fellows 
- when the test was applied to them, “ welshed” at the rath 
of a thousand to one and showed the dishonest dross of 
the profiteer. 
Some of them assayed pure gold and liver 
lip to' their agreements and they, it is safe to assert, will 
njot^sufter now. 
But the smaller dealers are not going to forget the 
tien, among the wholesalers and jobbers, who failed when 
subjected to the acid test. 
Retailers and smaller dealers 
are not going to forget the men who, in times of stress, 
disregarded their contracts and squeezed the last penny 
from them on a rising market. 
They arc not going to be 
eplled away from a purpose to recoup the damages they 
.sustained in war and pre-war times by numerous verbal 
broadsides from that portion of the press which has just 
wakened to the importance of honor and contract observ­ 
ance among business men. 
If the smaller American business men do not remem­ 
ber, now that1 it has come their turn, who was pure gold 
and who was dross, when the shoe was on the other foot, 
then we mistake the temper and 
the 
stamina 
of 
the 
smaller American business men: 
J Live lip to.every business obligation! 
Certainly with 
those dealers who observed, under test, the same rule of 
conduct, lyut with every man in the big business world 
who showed himself the cur under fire, now is the time for 
the smaller business man to collect a portion of that out 
of Which he has been robbed. 
No stop-thief cry should avail those who escaped with 
the loot arid now join in the chase of the innocent,
